Commuted by Villlaim on the 


Streets of Brooklyn, Bf. Y. 


NEW YOBK, Oct. 10.—An unknown 


man was found tarred and feathered in 
the streets of Brooklyn early this morn- 
ing. John Rushwager discovered him 
on Berry street. The man was partial- 
ly undressed, his shirt being torn off, so 
that his body from the waist to the 
shoulders was exposed. The portion of 
the body exposed to view was covered 
with a thick layer of tar, which had 
been liberally sprinkled with feathers. 
The man was removed to the Sixteenth 
preoiuot station house, where he soon 
recovered unconsciousness. 
The odor 


of chloroform was detected and it was 
learned that the man had been under 
the influence of that drug. As soon as 
ha recovered consciousness he told the 
Btory.'of his adventures. 


"I had been over to Harry Miner's 


bowery theatre during the evening," he 
said, "and when the performance was 
finished I started for my home in 
Brooklyn. I crossed by the Roosevelt 
street ferry and started up Berry street. 
"While passing through that street I met 
two men, one of whom caught hold of 
me. The other placed a sponge over 
my face and I became unconscious. 
I 


knew nothing more until I was revived 
here in the station house. 
I did not 


recognize my assailants and do not know 
who they were."- 


A can of tar and a pillow half filled 


with feathers were found in Eoss street, 
near Bedford avenue, by Detectives 
Dolsn and Holland.

It will bo remembered 
that tho girl was sent to the grocery of 
Phillip Graf, 011 Lafayette street, and 
failed to return. Her absence caused 
much alaim and the officers have been 
working on the oaso night and day 
without obtaining even a clew. 


The girl waa sent home this morning 


by Mrs. Frank Kickley, who lives at tho 
corner of Lafayette and Hoiman streets, 
at whose home she had been staying. 


A SENTINEL reporter called on Mrs. 


Kiokley this morning and procured the 
following statement from her: 


"This little girl was first, brought to 


my house by an oflioer ono night about 
a mouth ogo. 
The child was crying 


and refused to go homo, or to even tell 
where she lived. I gave her shelter for 
the night and she told me that her 
mother was a widow and that she fre 
quently begged. 
I took pity on the 


littlo one. She gave me her name as 
Rosa Martin. That was the last I saw 
of her until Monday afternoon, when 
she again came to my house. She had 
a few articles, of "clothing, which she 
said she had begged, and asked if she 
might stay awhile. I had taken a liking 
to the girl and gladly took her in. 
I 


urged hei to go home several times, as I 
feared her mother would bo worried. 
My suspicious that 
something was 


'wrong were so aroused that this morn 
ing I insisted upon Rosa returning to 
her homo and sho left tho houss." 


Mrs. Kickloy said that sho did not 


learn until this morning that the girl's 
name was Alt and not Martin, and that 
her mother was not a widow. 


The patents cannot account for the 


extraordinary freak of their daughter. 
When a SENTINEL reporter called at 
their homo this morning he found them 
overjoyed over tho recovery of the girl. 
Mr. AU,XUO is a hard working Ger- 
man employed in the Bass foundry, 
said that their daughter was never pun- 
ished and had no occasion to leave 
homo. Neighbors bear him out in this. 
In fact Rosa had always appeared to be 
contented and happy.

In an opinion handed down Wednes- 


day the supreme court of Indiana de- 
cides that section 13 of tho Australian 
election law, passed by the last legish- 
ture, is unconstitutional. On some of 
tho questions the opinions of tho judges 
are unanimous, but on some others they 
are not. All the judges agree thai the 
legislature can not add to the qualifica- 
tions of voters, and that the provisions 
requiring ninety days' residence in the 
county, and that voters fahall be tax 
payers, are unconstitutional. 


lu the opinion of the caurt, written 


by Judge Olds, it is held that under the 
constitution the legislature may pass a 
general registry law, but cannot pass a 
partial one; that the legislature cannot 
require a longer residence than t at pre- 
scribed by the constitution; that section 
13 is a partial reg'stry law aud that it 
does add to the constitutional require- 
ments of voters. Judge Mitchell, iu a 
separate opiaion, holds that the provis- 
ions of section 13, which require a resi 
dence iu the county of ninety days, are 
invalid, [and so are those requiring 
voters to be taxpayers.

A POLITICAL UOKOSCOPE. 


Oiic of the Sentinel's 
Reporter* 


HiiiKlea Among the Politicians 


and Gives a Forecast of 


Republican Komi- 


nations. 


To morruw will be a day big with 


events. 


li will witness two political conven- 


tions—both held by the same party—in 
this city. 


The republicans of the Twelfth dis- 


trict will meet to nominate a candidate 
for congress and the republicans of Al- 
len county will meet to nominate a 
county ticket. 


The two conventions will follow each 


other in quick succession. The con- 
gressional delegates will meet at 12:30 


'clock aud as soon as their labors are 


finished the county convention will be 
called to order. 


It had betu originally intended to 


liold both comentions at the United 
States court room in the government 
building, but this appeared to have too 
much of a "Federal smack" about it and 
the program was changed aud HOW it is 
announced that the two conventions will 
be held in the circuit court room at the 
court house. 


Two such important gatherings will 


draw great crowds to the city. The 
early morning trains will bring in the 
congressional delegates and their num- 
bers will be swelled by the 'delegates to 
tho county convention, so that by noon 
the streets of Fort Wayne will be filled 
by the representatives of high taxes and 
grinding monopolies. 


Up to within a few days it was 


thought tUftt the congressional conven- 
tion would ba a sort of tame affair. 
It 


will be remembered that Hon. Orlando 
Kimmel, of I>.grange county, was a few 
weeks ago nominated by the convention, 
which assembled at Lagrange, for the 
office of congress, by the republicans of 
this district. Mr. Kimmel possessed 
some wealth and the republicans hoped 
by selecting Lim to tup his barrel, but 
when the Lagrange county farmer heard 
of their scheme he promptly refused to 
accept at all. He had no money to 
spend on a losing race. 


This threw consternation into the re- 


publican ranks, and for some days it 
looked as if they would make no nom- 
ination at all. Finally they concluded 
they had better name somebody for the 
position, aud so a convention was called. 
The candidates were not numerous. 
Nobody seemed to want it, for nobody 
wanted to get beaten, but the leaders 
have been ont on a grand "fish," and 
tow there are at least three candidates 
a the field. Hon. J. W. Hayden, of 
his city; Mr. Babcook, of Lagrange, 
ud Col. C. A, Bookwalter, of Indian- 
polls. 
It is understood that neither Mr.

pegging, but Colonel Bookwalter is after 
t with a vim. There is something in it 
or Charley—both a "present" and a 
'future." He would make a vigorous 
canvass, speaking every day at some 
ocality, and get probably for his ser- 
vices $25 a day—that was what the 
republican campaign committee paid T. 
?. Keater four years ago, we believe, 
'or the same services. Charley would 
;et that and if he missed being elected 
—as he unquestionably will—Harrison 
would appoint him to some big fat office, 
something a good deal better than the 
one he is now holding. 


There is only one thing that bothers 
harley in his canvass. He is a resi- 


dent of Indianapolis aud a good many 
of the republicans can't understand how 
tie can come up here and claim the 
right of being nominated for congress, 
but Charley will explain that all right 
to-morrow. The probability is that he 
will be nominated. That's the way it 
looks now, but to morrow's noonday 
sun wil tell the tale.l 


But what will the county convention 


do ? In regard to that they are in a 
worse pickle, The rank and file of the 
republican party do not know what the 
program is, but a SEUTINEL reporter, 
after mingling among the leaders, learn- 
ed that it is probably their intention to 
nominate a straight ticket out and out, 
with probably the exception of two of 
the candidates for the legislature. 
It 


was thought at first 4bat they would 
swallow the whole "reform" ticket, but 
they have finally concluded to make 
nominations for all the court house 
offices, state senator and joint repre- 
sentative for Allen and Huntington 
counties, and endorse the two county 
legislative candidates of the reform 
party. 


The man in the moon couldn't tell 


who they are going to nominate for the 
county offices. They haven't the least 
idea themselves, but it is probable they 
will be able to find somebody who will 
be willing to accept "the honor of a 
nomination." 


For state senator T. W. Blair, who 


ran for the office once against Col. I. B. 
McDonald, will be nominated, 
Mr 


Blair is something of a hustler as a cam- 
paigner and could make quite a canvass 
against his opponent, but of course he 
wouldn't stand the ghost of a chance of 
being elected. 


It seems to be determined also that 


O. E. Mohler, the managing editor of 
the Gazette, will be nominated for joint 
representative. 
Mr. Mohler is some- 


thing of a talker, aud as he was formerly 
a resident of Hnntiugton county and is 
pretty well known in this city, it ii 
thought he would run well. A SENTINEL 
reporter ran up against Mr. Mohler on 
the street this morning and asked him 
if he would accept if he was nomi- 
nated. 


"I don't want the nomination," he 


replied. "I am not seeking it, but if it 
was tendered to me, what could I do ? 
Wait and see if the convention nomi- 
nates me, and then I will tell you 
whether I will acceptor not." 


Mr. Mohler will be nominated, he will 


accept and make the canvass in the 
hope of helping the state ticket. He 
certainly cannot expect to be elected, 
for Hon, W. S. Oppenheim has a host 
of friends in both counties, and will be 
reelected to tho position he has filled BO 
ably. 


There is a "present" and a "future" 


in accepting the republican nomination 
for both of these offices—state senator 
and joint representative. The present 
is the pay received by the campaign 
committee for making the canvass, 
which will probably be $10 a speech 
made, and the future is the probability 
of receiving some nice appointment un- 
der the national administration. 


There is considerable difference of 


opinion among some of the republicans 
in regard to making nominations for 
legislative candidates, but the prevail- 
ing belief is that the nominations above 
named will be made. 
The candidate of 


the "reform" party for state senator has 
democratic proclivities and he will not 
be indorsed, but the two oth«r legis- 
lative candidates of that party are re- 
publicans and no nominations will be 
made against them. The whole program 
on the part of the republicans is the 
Miohener scheme to capture the legisla- 
ture.

LAW. 


In an opinion banded Sown Wednes- 


day tbe supreme court of Indiana de- 
cides that (section 13 of tbo Australian 
election law, passed by tbe last legisla- 
ture, is unconstitutional. On eomo of 
tbo questions tbo opinions ol tbo judges 
are nuanimoiis, but on some others they 
are not 
All tbe judges agree that tbo 


legislature can not add to the quuli0ca- 
tions of voters, and that tbe provisions 
requiring ninety days' residence in tbe 
county, and that voters shall be tax 
payers, are unconstitutional. 


In the opinion of the court, written 


by Judge Olds, it is held that under tbe 
constitution tho legislature may pass a 
general registry law, but otumot pass 
partial one; that the legislature cannot 
require A longer residence than t "at pre- 
scribed by the constitution; that section 
13 is a partial registry law and that it 
does add to tbo constitutional require- 
ments of voters. Judge MitoUell, in a 


jarate opiaioii. holds that the provis 
us of section 13, wbiob require a reei 
nee in the county of ninety days, are 
valid, [and BO arc those requiring 
tern to be taxpayers.
